lowed up their Enemies quicksthat perſued after them,ſo that they ſung 
thy Praiſe upon the Banks of Deliverance: but O Lord ! how ſoox 
.did they forget thy great Name and glorious Deliverance, wi;en they 
met with other Difficulties, for the tryal 'of their Faith, as if thy 


Arm was ſhortned that it could not ſave them, or thy Ear heavy that 


thou conldſt not hear them : 'O ! help thy People in this day, that we 
may take warning by their Fall, and follow thee fully through all Dif- 
ficulties, that thou mayeſt honour thy great Name in u#, in making 
kyown thy great Sufficiency in tbe fizht of the Heathen. O Lord! 
tet us not look, back againinto Egypt, for Graves to bury thy holy 
Seed in bondage, but raiſe us up more and more in the Reſurrettion of 
thy Life and Power, that the y tary Death may have no Power over 
us: 0! thou that wever ſlumbereſt nor ſleepeſt, who waſt Iſrael's 
Keeper, and Jacob's Preſerver in Straits and great Difficulties, 
watch over thy Peojile for good, and help us to Watch and Pray con- 
tinually anto thee,n the motion of thy eternal Spirit ; for of our ſelves 
we Can do nothing, but when thon dot enlarge our Hearts in and 
through our Lord fefus Chriſt, we are able to perform an acceptable 
Sacrifice unto thee; for it ts the Breath of Life which thou deft breathe 
#pen our Souls, which makes us in the living ſenſe of thy quickning 

Power,to return unto thee that which is thy due,all ononr, Praiſes & 
trae Thanks-giving, for unto thee it doth belong, and te the Lamb 
that fits npon the Throne from me, and all that know thee. O ! there- 
fore fill our Hearts and Souls with thy living Preſence, that our Souls 
may ftill live to Praiſe thee ;, for thou art worthy to have all Praiſe, 
Honour and Renown, from the riſing of the Sunto the ſetting of the 


Jame; Amen.
